EITHER BOUNTIES OR 
PROTECTION ? 


WHY 


The period during which iron and 
steel bounties are payable, under leg- 
islation now upon the statute book, 
will expire with the end of the pre- 
sent year and recipients of these boun 
ties are already beginning to protest 
against being left out in the cold al- 
together. 
withdrawn they certainly must have 


more protection and some professed- ; 


ly Liberal journals are actually dis-: 
cussing which would be the least 
objectionable form of aid, bounty or 
protection. 

Why either form, asks the Farmers 
Sun? A report prepared some time 
since by a financial firm, evidently 
by instructions of the Dominion Iron 
and Steel Company, showed that 
this particular indistry had, during 
the years ending with 1909, made 
net earnings sufficient, without the 
aid of bounties, to pay 4 1-3 per 
cent. dividends on its comman stock. 
It must be remembered, too, that 
during the period under review the 
earnings of the company had_ been 
greatly curtailed owing to costly and 
senseless litigation carried on with 
the Dominion Coal company. Had 
there been no litigation, and there 
need not have been any, there is 
reason to. believe earnings would 
have been sufficient to pay 5 per 
cent, on stock, much of which went 
into the ‘hands of the original hold- 
ers at about 15 per cent. of its face 
value. 

There is no need of bounties in 
such a case as that and to increase 


the protection now enjoyed (the tar- 
iff on steel rails, even under the 


preference is equal to 30 per cent. in 


the cost of manufacture) would be 
an outrage.

The New York Commercial says 
that the average price of Portland 
cement in the United States last year 
was less than 81 cents per bbl., and 
declares that owing to improvements 
in the method of manufacture, it can 
now be manufactured at a profit at 
80c a barrel.

An Early Pioneer. 


An Obituary Sketch of a Leeds 
Patriarch Who Died in 1869. 


We take the following from the 
Brockville Times, relating to one of 
Ontario’s early pioneers. It will be 
noticed , he was born in 1790, one 
hundred and twenty years ago, yet 
his son, Geo. W. Greene, barrister of 
Red Deer, is still in his prime : 

The following obituary sketch, 
taken from the Brockville Monitor in 
an issue of the year 1869, will be al- 
most as interesting to Leeds people 
to-day as it was forty-one years ago: 

A CANADIAN PATRIARCH. 


On the 7th of the last month there 
died in the township of Yonge, some 
eighteen miles from Brockville, a ven 
erable Canadian patriarch Mr. Wil- 
liam Green, in the 79th year of his 
age, A staunch Conservative in pol- 
itics, of quiet and unassuming man- 
ners, of thrifty and industrious hab- 
its, he was the true type of the ster- 
ling Canadian settler, and deserves 
more than a passing notice. From a 
sketch drawn up by one of his family, 
we condense the following brief bio- 
graphy, which cannot fail to be inter- 
esting to our readers as well as in- 
structive. 

William Green was born in the 
County of Wexford, Ireland, in the 
year 1790, and was consequently 
eight years old when the terrible 
events of '98 so agitated the © sur- 
rounding neighborhood. With no 
fortune beyond a stout pair of arms 
and a courageous heart, he left home 
at the early age of 18, and sailed for 
the United States where he landed at 
New York. He at once pushed on 
into the interior of the state, to the 
township of Carlisle, where he found 
good and steady employment. as a 
farm laborer. So well did he conduct 
himself, that he was enabled in 1814 
to marry the daughter of a wealthy 
farmer named Ferris.

IS PROTESTANTISM 
DECLINING ? 
To the Editor of The News. 

Mr. Editor.—The above question 
is raised by Amos Wilton in a recent 
issue of the News, and also I 
lieve fully and concisely answered in 
his very clear letter, In our times 
Protestantism does not necessarily 
mean Christianity ; it practically did 
at one time, when the lines of 
cleavage were distinct as between 
Rome and the reformed church. Now 
a clearly defined line could be drawn 
between Protestantism and Christi- 
anity, the former cannot be said to 
be on the decline, numerically, I 
suppose, but as to the latter, higher 
criticism has undoubtedly to a very 
serious extent destroyed it. I agree 


with A. W. that higher criticism is 
in substance infidelity. It is said 
this thing “is ereeping into the 


church,’ that is putting it very 
mildly, so mildly indeed that it 
really amounts to a perversion of 


the facts, it has crept in years ago, 
it is there to stay, in fact it is the 
young cowbird which has ousted al- 
ready the rightful occupants of the 
nest. It seems very strange,though, 
that Father Vaughan should go out 
of his way to -reproach Protestant- 
ism for “ tearing Christ out of its 
religion, '’ seeing he lives in a glass 
house. If Protestantism has ‘' torn 
out Christ '’ from their religion, and 
put a mere man (a good man if you 
will) in his place, thereby. denying 
the divinity of Christ, Reme has 
long ago done the same and put a 
woman in His place! She has given 


the Virgin a place of divine pre- 
eminence equal to the Trinity. Can 
they deny it? The reproaches of 
Father Vaughan are certainly _ ill- 


timed and ill-advised, still they may 
serve a useful purpose in drawing 
attention to a very serious condition 
of things existing right in the 
very vitals of Protestantism, and 
none the less true, though coming 
from a source equally guilty. A. W. 
rightly thinks this question should 
be taken up; it has been taken up, 
but who pays any attention to it? 
Protestantism today is a lady of 
“easy virtue,’ pay your church 
dues,, and keep your mouth closed 
about the divinity of Christ, and 
let’s have peace and quictness, is her 
motto. Quite recently a minister 
said ‘‘ ] have my doubts as to the 
resurrection of Christ, but my faith 
remains the same, ’"’ and yet scrip- 
ture says ‘‘if Christ be not raised, 
ye are yet in your sins. Your 
faith is vain.’’ Any form of 
Christianity that eliminates this 
doctrine, or GCompromises weakly on 
it, is a pure sham. A. W. is right—

The Toronto News should have a 
warm spot in the heart gf every 
Westerner, because it has constantly 
kept before its readers the wrong 


done this province when we _ were 
deprived of our lands by the Auto- 
nomy deal of 1905. In reply to an 
article in the News, an JHastern 
exchange says: 

‘*The Progressives, alias Con- 
servatives, in Western Canada 
have adopted the provincial 
ownership of lands as one of the 
planks in the platform of the 
party. The wisdom of the policy 
has been raised in Saskatchewan 
and is being discussed in Alberta. 
The public generally regard the 
matter as a business proposition. 
The Conservatives attempt to 
appeal to local jealousies by mak- 
ing it appear that the prairie 
provinces are discriminated 
against by being deprived of 
control of the lands. But the 
average man is willing to take a 
chance on exact conditions and to 
look at the figures and find out 
whether Alberta has gained or 
lost on account of the policy of 
the Dominion in this respect. ” 

And again :— 

“Alberta and Saskatchewan 
have received in lieu of lands 
since the provinces were inaugur- 
ated an average of $540,000 a 
year. In addition to this the 
province of Saskatchewan has a 
revenue of about $250,000 a year 
from its school lands, and Alber- 
ta should have a revenue of about 
that much. ”’ 

The average man is looking into 
exact conditions and finding out for 
himself how Alberta has been robbed 
by the Dominion. 

We have not received in lieu of 
lands £540,000 a year, as the writer 
states, but only $375,000. 

We have not received in addition 
to this $250,000 from school lands, 
because it is not in the power of 
the present Dominion government to 
give or take because Sir Join A. 
Macdonald, leader of th2 VCounserva- 
tive party away back in the seven- 
ties, set aside two sections of land 
in each township for educational 
purposes. These lands are ours, and 
could not be taken from us hy the 
Liberal government because they 
are part of the statutes of Canada. 

Therefore, the only lands we have 
were given us by a Conservative 
government. Now the Liberals are 
taking credit for Sir John’s wise 
action. 

If the two sections of land in each 
township set aside for educational 
purposes bring in a revenue to the 
province of $250,000, how much 
would the balance of the land, con- 
sisting of 34 sections, bring in 7? 

The Liberal leaders are blind lead- 
ers of the blind. Any child of ten 
goink to school could convict them 
out of their own mouth. 

The people are looking at exact 
conditions.

Then take the vast coal deposits 


sold to companies by government 
promoters, who have secured this 
untold wealth for a song. Take 
our timber limits, which have been 
almost, given away to friends of the 
government. 

The Dominion government has re- 
alized more by selling our lands as 
pre-emptions than we receive in the 
way of a subsidy. 

The people“are looking into - exact 
conditions. They see our great coal 
deposits valued at forty billions of 
dollars , handed over to the Dom- 
inion ; they see our tens of millions 
of acres of fertile soil also handed 
over to enrich the rest of the Dom- 
inion; and they are beginning to 
think.

LINLEY SAMBOURNE. 

The Cartoonist, Was Last Link With 
% Victorian Punch. ' 

“By death or retirement Punch has 
lost one by ong the heroes of pen and 
penci] that made hima. power in the 
land,” writes The Daily News. “‘Three 
or four of the great Punch artists have 
left places never to be filled; and now 
Linley Sambourne, who sat with them 
so many years at the famous table 
is gone. He was the last of his gener 
ation, and with the disappearance of 
his work the last link with Victorian 
Punch is broken. One takes down one 
of the thumbed volumes and turns the 
leaves. What a great thing it was! 
How rich!-How supremely representa 
tive of the spirit of its time!” 

Here is the story of how he came tc 
join Punch, as. told by Mr. B. Morris 
“He was apprenticed to the firm of 
John Penn and Son, of Greenwich; 
the eminent marine engineers. One 
day, forgetting his work, he was en 
gaged in drawing a caricature of Mr. 
Penn, who, to Mr. Sambourne’s aston 
ishment, happened to look in and zaw 
what he was about. Instead of being 
angry and giving Mr, Sambourne “the 
sack,’ to use his own words, Mr. Penn 
said, ‘Sambourne, you ought to be on 
Punch.’ -When Sambourne ‘got his 
wind,’ as he said, he replied, ‘Yes, sir, 
but how am I to get there?’ Mr. Penn 
said, ‘I will give you a letter of intro- 
duction to my old friend Mark Lemon. 
the editor.’ e 

“He did so, and’ with this letter, to 
settle the matter, he sent the carica 
ture of himself. As all the world 
knows. Sambourne ‘was engaged by 
Mark Lemon, and he had a hearty 
laugh over the idea of his caricatur 
ing his master, and then bringing the 
sketch with a letter of introduction 
from the victim. Mr, Sambourne nev 
er forgot Mr. Penn’s kindness and 

enerosity.” 

{r. Sambourne once said to The 
Westminster Gazette:— 

“It does irritate me when people say 
‘I dare say you knock off your 
sketches very quickly.’ I do nothing 
of the kind. Often I spend hours in 
vestigating a point before I begin to 
draw, in order that some incidenta! 
fact may be accurate.” 

‘For some time Mr. Sambourne went 
twice a week to the Zoo to make stu. 
dies of the animals, and that is why 
his drawings of lions and elephants 
are the delight of students of animal 
life. He made a picture of a lion 
yawning once, and people said, ‘‘How 
very good! true to nature!"’ They were 
right—it had meant hours of close 
atudy, however, and waiting for the 
exact moment when the lion at the 
Zon “‘obliged’’ by yawning. 

“‘How very few artists,” said Mr 
Sambourne, on one occasions, ‘“‘could 
draw at once, without seeing it, a po 
liceman’s helmet.’’ ‘Impressionism is 
often the cover for idleness,” he add. 
ed. ‘‘and I find few young artists who 
will take trouble over details.” 

“Wherever he has to picture the 
handling of a gun, the hauling of a 
sail, the casting of a line, or any other 
of the thousand and one quick instinc- 
tive actions which mark the skill of 
the sportsman, Sambourne shows.”’ 
says The Manchester Guardian, ‘‘not 
merely accuracy but that quintes 
sence of accuracy which makes all the 
difference to our delight in the thing 
portrayed, and which indicated in hia 
case that expert knowledge which can 
only be acquired at first hand.” 


Islamism In Africa. 

Mahometanism appears’ to . be 
spreading to a remarkable degree in 
Nyasaland. Sir Alfred Sharpe, the 
Governor of the protectorate, states 
that twenty years ago, when he first 
knew the country, Mahometanism was 
almost nonexistent except at one or 
two snots where it had been brought 
in by the Arabs. “Since then,” he 
says, “it has spread greatly, particu- 
larly during the last eight or ten years. 
The Yaos are the tribe who have tak. 
en to Moslem teaching mostly, and in 
almost every Yao village are a mosque 
and a Moslem teacher. On the other 
hand. among the tribes to the west of 
Lake Nyasa, there is hardly any Ma- 
hometanism. Here the Scotch mis- 
sionaries have a strong hold on the 
people, who have taken up Christian- 
ity with great enthusiasm.” 


Death In a London Hotel. 


Sometimes it happens that some one 
staying in a fashionable London hotel 
dies. Now, in hotels the management 
is not fond of deaahs, so it comes to 
pass that the room in which the dead 
thing lies is locked, and mnebody in 
the hotel save the staff, who know 
everything, is aware that the sable 
wings of death, passing, have shed a 
plume. When relatives arrive they 
are hurried upstairs lest their red eyes 
trouble the tiving guests. Late, very 
late, at night, when the most belated 
guest slumbers peacefully, the corpse 
is taken secretly out of the hotel by 
stealthy-fcoted men who have crept 
up the stairs.

That out 21,000,000 acres explored

The district. covered by the report 
is that part of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta north of the surveyed area 
and bounded by Green Lake, Beaver 
river, and the connecting waters to 
Portage la Loche, then down the 
Clearwater river to the Athabasca 
river, and up the latter to the 
northern limit of the surveyed area. 

The-exploration work was done by 
a party of sevsn men, under the 
leadership of F. J. P. Crean, C.E. 
It is believed that 10,000,000 acres 
is a conservative estimate of the 
land available for settlement in its 


present state. The greater portion 
of the remaining area, or about 
9,000,000 acres, could be drained, 


and it is considered would repay the 
expenditure. 


COULD BE DRAINED. 


Throughout the whole tract there 
is ample fall which would allow — of 
drainage being successfully carried 
out. Not over 2,000,000 acres _ is 
covered with water. Climatic con- 
ditions prevailing, it is stated, offer 
no obstacle to farming, and _ experi- 
ments in agriculture attempted there 
have always been successful. 

‘The difficulties of transportation 
to reach this section, as also to 
reach the beautiful and fertile valley 
of the Clearwater river, will no 
longer exist when the railway to 
McMurray, which is now proposed to 
be built, is conpleted,’’ says the re- 
port in conclusion.
